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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of group I in the reply filed on 23 May 05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the product could not be made 
any other way. This is not found persuasive, and the Examiner stands with his position 
as articulated in paragraph 2 of the paper mailed on 12 May 05.

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the sentences "The 
invention also relates to such a finite length section. Publication figure: Fig. 1." Should 
be removed.

3. Claim 1 is objected to because the claimed cutting step is redundantly recited. 
Appropriate correction is required, such as deleting ".wherein the cutting step further 
comprises: - cutting the continuous strip into sections of finite lengths". 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wesstrom et al.'582. As seen in figure 3, a wavy edged product is cut. While this 
product is quite long, it is nonetheless finite. As seen in figure 6, this product later is 
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firmly held between guide edge 79 and rollers 1 12,1 14 in a subsequent machining 
operation (stamping). 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Castiglioni 
'559. Any product formed therefrom is intrinsically finite. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eiting et 
al.'331 . Any product formed therefrom is intrinsically finite. 

8. Made of record but not relied on is a patent to Medbury showing a wavy cutter.
